NEW RENTS BILL. 
FIRST CASE. HEARD. 


INTERESTING JUDGMENT. 


, The first case to which the provi- 
sions of the new Rents Bill have been. 
applied formed the subject of an 
* [interesting judgment, delivered by 
Mr. Justice Wood in the Summary 
Cowt on Saturday. The plaintii® 
ta the action was Lam Yuk who 
claimed possession’ of the ground 
floor of No. 333 Queen's Road W 
occupied by the Fuk Ming” firm 
(Heung Chan-tung, managing partner) 
electrical and gas fitters. 

It was claimed by Mr PL & 
D'Almada, who appeared for plaintiff, 
that a mooth’s notice to quit was 
given on May 3lst, long before the 
Ordinance came ‘into force. For the 
defendants it was stated that the 

premises were used as a dwelling, 
a Mr.’ D'Almada contended that 
the floor was let as business premises. 

His Honour, iv the course of his 
judgment, said tnat in this case the 
tenants were tenants of a shop occupy- 
ing the ground floor of 331, Queen’s 
The shop. was sub- 
divided between two trades—the 
trade of selling electrica! fittings and 
the trade of barber. The woman who 
had attended to represeat the tenant 
firm in this Cotrt svas a principal 
of both firms. He found that the 
landlord gave the tenant cue notice 
to-quit which expired on the 26th day 
of the Chinese fifth moon. The 
tenancy was a monthly tenancy for 
the moons of the Chinese year “and 
the rent was payable moathly, For 
the landlord Mr. F. X. D’Almads 
had claimed that the tenant had 


brought himself within sub-rection |. 


1, sub-sub-section b of section + af the 
Rents Ordinance on two grounds. 
Firat that the tenant bad failed to 
tender the rent due in respect of the 
fifth moon of his tenancy on due date ; 
secondly, that the tenants failed to 
vacate the premises after the expira~ 
tion of the notice to quit in acco:

to the landlord's agents ou the fourth 
day ‘after it became due. The secdnd 
contention that the tenant was bomd 
by the terms of his tenancy to vacate 
on the expiry of his notice was in 
Bis Honour’s opinion-sound, and on 
“| that ground the landlord was entitled 
to an order for ejectment tu be made. 

“But this," His Honour said in 
conclusion “does not end the matter. 
In section 4, sub-section 3 ‘of the 
Ordinance, a very wide discretion 
is given to the Court in these proceed- 
ings to make any order as between 
landlord and tenant that may seem 
at the time equitable. I have not, 
therefore, only to see whether the

His complaint alleges that Mr. Flem- 
ing “did wilfoly, maliciously and un- 
lawfully contrive to injure, aggrieve 
wilify, scandaliseand defame the re 
putation of Stirling Fessenden, a 
Shanghai attorney, and to bring 
Stirling Fessenden into contempt 
and hatred.”

PILFERAGE EVIL. 


At the annual meeting of the 
Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce in the Hotel Cecil, the 
following reschition way passed =—

tion respectfully urges bis Majesty’s 
Government to introduce legislation 
at ary eat possible date giving 
effect the principle at issue, vis. 
the equitable adjustment by law of 
the rights of parties to the contract 
of carriage by-sea.”- 

Mr. J. P. Rudolf, Liverpool, moving 
the resolution, said that the ship 
awners were naturally opposed to 
anything in the way of legislation. 
‘They said it tended ta interfere with 
the principle of freedam of contract 
between parties, but most of the con- 
ference knew the exigencjes of 
modern trade seemed to tate 
legistation being branght into force 
to establish freedom of contratt. 
The shipowners had ‘ts apply to 
legislation to enable them to secure 
limitation of liabilities, as, for 
instance, the Merchant Shipping Act 
of 1894. In reviewing the general 
commercial position it would be 
found that freedom “of contract 
had not been maintained without 
something in the nature of legislation. 
He had seen it suggested that the 
pecuniary responsibility would entail 
colossal liability for the shipowners. 
That was an entire misconception of 


spread over. the vast fields of 
shipowning, the pecuniary liability 
would be infinitesimal. Perhaps 
the owners bad no idea of the great 
friction that existed between shippers 
|and shipowners, because of claims 
being turned down wrjustifiably as 
the shippers thought, it wight not 
be much for a large concern 
to pay a thousand pounds, but 
it might be # very serious matter for 
an individual shipper to find that his 
claim had been rejected. Speaking 
on behalf of shippers, merchants and 
underwriters, Mr. Rudolf said that he 
had no feeling whatever of hostility 
against shipowners. He recognised 
the enormous debt the country owed 
to the Merchant Marine. He also 
felt that it was in the ‘interests of 
owners that there should be a spirit 
of co-operation and harmony between 
shippers and sti particularly 
at this juncture, when a bid was be 
ing made in various parts of the 
world to secure the supremacy of 
the mercantile trafic on the high 
seas.. They had all been very much 
concerned about the question of 
pilferage, which had become 50 rife., 
In the interests of public policy it 
was undesirable that shipowners 
should be practically excluded from 
all liability for loss on pilferage and 
misdalivery. They had the best men 
they cculd have for the personnel of 
their ships, but all humanity was 
frail. When the personnel knew 
that when goods were pilfered no 
rewponsibility rested on anyone on the 
ship they would net exercise the same 
amount of care that they would if they 
knew that the owners would be 
responsible for the losses. He gladly 
testified in public that a great many 
of the leading shipowners in this 
country, when losses took place, did,

such facts may be communicated to the 
Governmeat of England. 

There might have been a small number 
of cass in which the: owners wantonly | 
ill-treated dheir servant-girls. In these 
cases, we should take messures to prevent | 
their reoccurrence, Evea_in the cas; of 
animals and birds, the Europeans have 
formed 2 eociety to prevent their ill-treat- 
sent. I am sure that for the good treat- 
aent of servant-girls brought up by them- 
“selves, the Chiness will not hesitate” to 
help io forming a society to carry out the 
object. 

Iam, now, coming to what I have seen 
and heard of in reference to the subject.

In thy old days iz China, in addition 
to the enactment of statutes. laws could 
be mady by Imperial edicts. or by pro- 
chumations issued by tho local authorities, 
unlike these constitutional countries whose 


Jaws must first pass through both the 


Lower and Upper Houses of Pafliament 
before they can be recognized. Towards 
the end of the Manchu Dynasty there was 
an edict abolishing slaves: but none to 
prohibit .the keeping of servant-girls, 
Sometimes when the kidnapping of womea 
acd girls became fagrantly common. the 
local authorities did issue proclamations 
to forbid the sale of boys and girls aad 
taking them out of ‘their jur‘sdictions. 
But it was only @ temporary measure. 
applied to a particular district. As far 
ag the practice of the people was concern- 
ed, it wert <n as usual and unchecked. 
This proves the non-existence of any law 
forbidding the sale and purchase of girls 
for servants. When a girl is bought to be 
a servant, the deed of transfer is some- 
times drawn up as a perpetzal sale, and 
simetimes as & temporary presentation. 
The word “ presentation ” replaces the 
word ‘‘sale,’? and the term ‘Ginger and 
Vinegar money” is uxcd instead of 
“price,” in order to show that the trans- 
action is not a2 act of sale. “Among the 
Cantonese the form of presentation is 
generally used. Further the buying of a 
girl to be a servant differs from that of 
one for prostitution, the latter transac- 
tion oe:ng stictivy prohibited br law. 
Under the Manchu code. the buying of 
. &rls for prostitution was 
punishable with severity. erefore. 
those whose business it was to buy youoz 
girls and bring them up for prostitution 
always said that they bought them to bo 
daughters or to be daughters-in-Jaw. Such 
Rirls were generally bought from distant 
places £0 ag to avoid detection by their 
parents, or were bought in their age of 
Tonocencr, xo chat, when brought up, they 
would not know their own parents, Thus 
there is obvious difference between the 
two classes of girl-purcpase. That the 
English accusers mix the one up with' the 
other is proof of their ignorance of the 
real state of affairs. The Po Leung Kus 
was founded to afford relief to those who 
were kidnapped, and to abate the mal- 
practice of selling boys and girls. There- 
fore all the women and girls who came 
from the mainland of China to enter the 
iccal brothels, or for transhipment to other 
places’ ps prostitutes were subjected to 
examinations at the Secretariat for Chi- 
nese Affairs. Those who were not of the: 
legal age. or whose answers to the ques- 
tions put them were not satisfactory were 
passed on to the committee of the Po 
Leung Kuk for further investigations 
lf they were found to have been kid- 
napped or seduced, those who brought 
them to Hongkong were prosccuted and 

upiched. If they were deceived into

4. The Chirese Government has rot up 
to now enacted any law to prohibit the 
system of mut frat.

Alto in every district, w ben a poor man 
cannot ‘earn enough to keep all the 
mouths of his family going, he is com- 
pelled to get rid of his children or even , 
hin wife, and ct the same time to leave 
his aged mother to public charity, 

For philanthropic and commercial rea- 
sons, let conclusions be formed from the 
vurticulars gathered as above. 

There remain a few minor points: to 
be dealt with. Hefore the system of 
slaves was introduced, sons end nephews 
did eervitor’s work for their fathers, and 
daughters and nieces ‘for their mothers 
acd: aunts. . Speaking literally the 
juniors waited on their elders morning 
and evening, carrying opt their orders 
and pefforming. every find of menial 
labour, which the elders ordered them to 
perform, in addition to tilling their land 
and herding their cattle.

THE HON. MR. HO, FOOK. 


The Hon. Mr..Ho Foox_ssid:—This 
matter originated with an English Isdy, 
Mrs. Hazelwood, and’ her accusations 
form the materials for discussion at this 
meeting. It.seems to me significant that 
none of the many officials of our Cadet _ 
Service, who have successively pursacd 
the study of the Chinese language, 
manners and customs, in Canton, for 
long periods, have proposed the abolition .

There are six main questions before us, 
and I hope you will give us the benefit 
of your own unbiassed opinions, 

Taking the questions in order, Mr, Ho 
Fook said:— ‘ 

1.—Prostitutes are mostly recruited 
from young girls brought up for the 
purpose by a special class of women 
commonly known as ‘‘ tortoise women,” 
Unlike rervant-girls, they are generally 
regarded as, or designated, adopted 
daughters”? and are not given menial 
work, so as to preserve their good looks 
and the softness of their skin, with o 
view to their earning a good income 
in due course. In some cases, people 
live upon the prostitution of their own 
daughters. It is, however, very rare 
that ‘a servant girl is made to become 
& prostitute, for the owner is generally 
deterred by the law which prevails both 
in Hongkong and in Chins, probibiting 
the’-sale of girls for the purpose 
prostitution. * 

°—There ig a vast difference between 
a slave and servant girl. -A slave re- 
mains such not only in hig own person, 
but in the persons of his descendants 
from generation to gezieration without. 
cessation, while a servant-girl becomes , 
absolutely free upon ber. marriage. The 
sytem of slavery was abolished in the 
Tsing Dynasty. —~ fs e 

3.—The object of acquiring servant. 
girls is mainly to provide domestic 
service, When and if the master takes. 
a servant-girl as 3 concubine, as bsp- 
pens sometimes, it is generally done with 
the consent of the girl herself. Very 
few cases have been heard of where 
servant-girls 
havin, en. dishonoured by their “mas- 
- ters, for Chinese women and girls highly 
value their good name and tity. If 
such a thing happens, it is unlikely that 
the parents of the wronged girl will re-,, 
main-silent with folded arms. 

4.—The system of mut teat bas never 
been abolished in China. Some. years 


ago, Chan Bing-wa, the Commissioner .
